Editor Apostolic TimfH: Sometime ago 
your pHper contained an editorinl endordti- 
ment of pati'iit inedicini'B, in vi(nli<'!iti<)n 
of your iiubit of advertinin^ Biicli medi- 
cines in voor •^olntnni. I fnlly «xpecte<I 
th;it soino one jiccustomed to writinj: for 
tiiu presv would cull your attention to tlie 
inttonsisteney on the part of an editor of a 
r«.'li^.'iotm jitiiriml, tlms endnrsinj^ these 
noHtruuis that are palmed off upon tlie 
untuHpiictinK public aa speviflca. But as 
no one else has seen fit to take the matter 
up. I write with your permission .to any 
a few thinvfs on the suhject. I will Siiy in 
the first place that I am a member of the 
C^l^i^tiatl church and have been an iiifer- 
enti'd rcrttler and BUpportcr of the Apostol- 
ic Tiaies from ita birth. I have supported 
it, becaiise I bchevcil it to he an inHtrii 
mentality for >:ood ; nor have lever befc^e 
retarded a complaint a^Ahiat its mant));e 
ment in any particular. One of its former 
editors once HMked my opinion u(K)n the 
question of advertising; patent medicine.s ; 
and not luiviii;/ then refieitted on the 8uh 
ject, I told him that I eouM see no impro 
priety in it. Since then, liowever, puolii 
attention has been called to the qiiesiioii. 
and it hiiH been freely discnsned, lu'tween 
medicHi and religious journals; and I am 
now stitisfted that the promieiMions use o 
patent medicines, is injiirimis and hurtful 
When therul'ore my favoriie rtligiou-t pa 
per givt*8 its sanction ti> that which I be 
lieve to be hurtful t<» the public. I fee. 
that something should be Siiid ; and hen 
permit me to remark, that the Times i^ 
the first rtligioUB paper, so far as 1 know, 
'•to endorse patent medicines." Olhei> 
ha^e only souj^ht to justify theinselves in 
pubdshitiir these advertiseiuent* en tlu 
plea, that they could not be supposed to 
icnow tlie character of these medicines, 
and that the people mitit '}u4|C(^of Ihcvi 
for themselves. Hut the Times has be 
come the,ai|.vpcate uf these uo8tnitpe,,ano 
the defenders of what thousands of what 
thousiUids of the most intelligent physi- 
cians in the world, consider us a great 
evil ! Many readers of religious Jonrnalr 
take it for granted^ th:it whatever appetifK 
in such papeYs, is in fuct what it in repr»* 
sented to be. On the oecueiijn of one oi 
my visitS' to « |>atieiit h^cently, he aske* 
me what I ihouffht of '* that niedicine,' 
IMjinting to an obscure corner of the pa 
per, I told him that I Unew nothing abou 
it, and asked him how 1 e happened to no 
tice that <ill. lie replied. 'There is noth 
ing in that paper that I don't read ; and i 
believe.it all reliable." WMulers of paten 
medicines understand this presumption ii 
regard to religious journals, and henc< 
their eagerness to advertise their wares ii 
such pMpers. But in addition to this pr< 
Hum)ition, your rea<lers now have yon 
endorsement of these medioinea. In viev 
of this fiict I desire to cull your atlentioi 
to the character of some of tlie medicine 
advertised, in a single issue of your t).i(:( 
that (jf ni'i-ember 7ili. " Dr FiaLT;; s in 
slant relief is a won>lcrfiil and im.nediai 
cure for all ai'hes and paina."

A person afHIirled with a piin • 
whose origiu he is wholly ignorant, hnv* 



pain is for the time he'mg allaved, and the 
patient thinks the medicine helped hlln. 

But by and by the pain renirrm, atid 
another doso of the medicine is taken with 
the same temporary efTect, hut the pnin 
rjturns again, and by this t me a largier 
iio.su ot tlie nostrum is detnamled. And 
thus the poor victim goes on till the opi- 
um habit fa.^iens itself upon him! And 
nil this time the urifMrtunale suircrfir 
thinks he is using a harmless remedy be- 
cause it advertised in the Apostolic Times, 
whose editor endorses such thin;:sl 

It is also well-known that whisky is an 
impoitant ingredient in some patent med-' 
icim's. In one of the advertisements in 
vour paper of above date, Freni-h brandy 
is named as one of the higredientB ot the ^ 
remedy. Of course the.-^e remedies, if 
their tiseis persisted in, will creates thirst 
for strong drink. The accursed barroom 
is not responsible for all the drunkatdi 
that people otir l.iinl. Tlie-G patent nos- 
trums have their share of tho responsibil- 
ity ; and so have the religious papers that 
adx eriise and endor-o them ! 

The French count il of State has drafted 
a bill which will probably be passed by ' 
the new (chamber of r>eputie8, forbiding 
Iruggists to advertise or sell <4nv patent 
medicine or nostrum. Bo great and [mtt^nt 
has this evil become that even legislatures 
ire considering the question of al)ating it. 
\inl yet religious papers that go into tin- 
■^tispeciin^ and confiding families to he 
read and believed, are ready to uphold 
ibis evil, by advertising and commending 
it. 

It is also n " cll known f;icf that some 
pitent medicines contain a s-nic. Tli s 
loisotious drug is sometimes not dissolved 
i I the fin ds tint contain it, and in 
^uch cases it settles to itie bottom of the 
bottle. Whei S his is the tnise the last few 
loses will contain a pois<mous quantity of 
ar.seni(\ In this way unsuspecting peo|)lc 
ire sometimes seriously if not fatally in- 
jured. 0 n I y a lew dsys sKO a druggist re> 
marked in the proseme of somegeatlemen 
that he knew of soiue such cases. ^ 

Finally it is known to the inedical world 
that these remedies are nothing more than 
"quack" nie<licines, having no virtue in 
them as medicines/ TItey are prepared 
-*imi>Iy to filch money from the pockets of 
peoiilo who have no means of knowing 
their composition, or what their effect is 
upon the human system. In a word, they 
re f )r the mo.st part fraud--, and I do most 
siucerily protest against this thing of religi- 
iiis papers allowing themselves to be used 
by tlu'se fniiidulent < nti rprisea, to prey 
tpon the credulity and ignorance <f the
